Polio Cases in Nation Show Sharp Increase; Now 8,000 


Doubles 1948 
Figures Over 


Same Period

Infantile paralysis cases 


showed a sharp increase in 
some states in the last week, 
boosting the nation's total 
far ahead of 1948, a near 
record year. 


The number of polio deaths 


for the first seven months of 
1949, an Associated Press 
survey 
showed, 
is 
about 


double the total up to Aug. 
1, 1948. 


The survey showed ap- 


proximately 8,000 cases and 
442 deaths. However, data on 
fatalities was sketchy and 
incomplete in some states on 
the number of cases.

of August and September already 
have taken emergency measures. 
State health officials and leaders 
of The National Foundation For 
Infantile Paralysis are taking all 
precautions to prevent the out- 
break or spread of the disease. 


'Worst Years Was 1916 


The 27,680 polio cases reported 


In 1948 were the second highest 
of record but up to Aug. 1, 1948,

State Relief Aids Cut; Fear Many May Go Hungry 


Pensions, Disability 
Payments to Veterans 
HikedbyHouse Vote 


Washington, Aug. 2—(AP)—An annual increase of $112,000,000 


in veterans' pensions and disability payments was voted today by the 
house. 


The bill was passed without opposition or debate and was sent to 


the senate. 


It would hike disability compen- 


sation .or veterans of all wars, 
raise allowances for dependents, 
and liberalize regulations govern- 
ing determination of service-con- 
nected disabilities for World War 
I veterans. 


The veteran's administration es- 


timated cost for the first year 
would be $112,597,300. It made no 
estimate of the cost in subsequent 
years. 


Here's what the house veterans' 


affairs committee said the bill 
would do1: 


Full Compensation 


1. Provide for payment of full 


compensation, instead of the pres- 
ent 75 per cent, to World War I 
veterans for disabilities legally 
presumed to be service-connected. 
Estimated first-year cost, $4,691,- 
000. 


2. Liberalize the compensation 


schedule of any veterans suffering 
from tuberculosis by continuing 
compensation for a limited time 
after the disease has been ar- 
rested. Estimated cost $700,000. 


Widows, Children 


3. Increase disability and death 


compensation 
rates 
and 
basic 


rates for service-connected disa- 
bility. Total disability rates would 
be hiked from $138 to $150 a 
month, with corresponding raises 
for partial disability. Increase the 
monthly payments to widows and 
dependent children 
of 
wartime 


casualties, from $100 a month for 
a widow with one child to $105, 
-plus $25 for each additional child 
instead of the present $15. Esti- 
mated overall cost, $91,800,000. 


4. Extend additional compensa- 


tion benefits to dependents of vet- 
erans with a 50 per cent service- 
connected disability. The present 
schedule provides payments only 
if the disability is 60 per cent 
service-connected. Estimated cost, 
$15,406,300.

The Drinker respirator or "iron 


lung" which is maintained at the 
Dixon state hospital for emergen- 
cy cases' is now in use at Cen- 
tralia, where an epidemic of polio 
U one of the worst in the state. 
Through arrangements with Dr. 
Louis Belinson, superintendent of 
the state hospital and Dr. Clara 
Johns of the Lee county health de- 
partment, the "iron lung" from 
the local institution was sent to 
Centralia where it forms a part 
of a battery of four respirators 
which were called in from state 
hospitals to be used in treating 
polio patients. 


The Lee County Health depart- 


ment announced today that any 
future polio cases occurring in the 
Dixon area would be sent to the 
Peoria or other hospitals instead 
of the Winnebago county hospital. 
The reason given was that there 
is difficulty in making proper ar- 
rangeYnent for admission of pa- 
tients.

Radioactive Iodine Drink 


Cured Cancer, Says Ad Man 


New York, Aug. 2—(AP)—I. S. Randall, New York advertising 


and sales executive, tolfl today in The American Magazine, how 
drinking radioactive iodine, apparently has cured him of hopeless 
thyroid cancer. 


The iodine drink is a glass of 


ordinary water containing a very 
small 
amount 
of 
radioactive 


iodine. Before the war this iodine 
was made by cyclotrons and was 
scarce and expensive. Now it is 
made by atomic energy plants, at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., and at Chicago, 
and is much easier to get. 


Randall's case adds one more 


to a small list of spectacular and 
almost miraculous recoveries, due 
to radioactive iodine drinks. His 
thyroid cancer had spread to his 
spine and shoulder bones. He dis- 
covttwl it when ha uih« down 


hard on his heels one day and 
partly crushed a vertabra which 
had born riddled by cancer. 


He had gone to the hospital to 


die, when the iodine drink was 
tried. It quickly cured his back 
pain. In a few months the thy- 
roid cancer disappeared. Now he 
is up and say.* he 
is 
feeling 


younger and more jatlnty than for 
years and that he has recovered a 
portion of his ^vanished youth," 
that even the seam* and wrinkles 
In hi* face have nnooUied out.

-Mother nature may upset 


plans of both Democrats and 
Republicans to make the ad- 
ministration's Brannan farm 
plan a major issue for the 
midwestern farm vote in 1950 
congressional elections. 


This is a prediction, at 


least, of many farm leaders 
and officials returning from 
the onidwest with glowing 
forecasts of a stupendous 
corn crop this year. Most of 
them are predicting the crop 
will be by far the largest on 
record if weather continues 
reasonably favorable. 


Campaign Issue. 


In that event, the big po- 


litical issue in powerful farm 
belt states next year could be 
the same one that—in the 
opinion of most political ob- 
servers—contributed to Pres- 
ident 
Truman's 
surprising 


victory there last year. 


That issue was a shortage of 


grain storage. 


Last year,, in the weeks before 


the election, corn prices dropped 
sharply below government price 
support 
levels. 
Many 
farmers 


were forced to sell grain at a sac- 
rifice. 


The 
Truman 
administration 


blamed the Republican 80th con- 
gress. . It said prices fell under 
price supports, because there was 
a shortage of storage. 
Truman 


and his secretary of agriculture, 
Charles F. Brannan, promised to 
solve the storage situation. 


Went for Truman 


At any rate, many corn belt 


states which had been counted for 
Republican presidential nominee 
Dewey went for Truman. 


But the storage issue next year 


could well embarrass the Demo- 
crats and help the Republicans. So 
far the administration has done

Disabled Vet Aid 


in State Sets a 
New Record Again 


Springfield, 111., Aug. 2— (AP)— 


For the third straight year, the 
state has broken records in the 
number of disabled persons re- 
habiliated and employed through 
its vocational rehabilitation pro- 
gram. 


In the year ended June 30, a 


total of 3,513 physicially handi- 
capped residents of Illinois were 
placed in jobs, the vocational re- 
habiliation division said today. 


Dr. E. C, Cline, division superin- 


tendent, said that as a result of 
vocational rehabilitation services, 
average weekly wages of these 
persons was increased from $11.84 
to $32.94. 


Included in the 3,513 are 199 


veterans who were ineligible for 
benefits under the GI bill. 


At present, the division is help- 


ing an additional 5,673 disabled 
Illinois residents.

Labor to Use T-H Law as Target 


No competent observer in Washington looks for a new 


big push against the Taft-Hartley labor law until 1951. 


From the viewpoint of all concerned, labor's decision to 


wait until after the 1950 elections seems unfortunate. 


It reflects a basic lack of maturity in the outlook of labor 


leaders toward the society they live in. And it casts more 
than a little doubt on their sincerity. 


Admittedly the Taft bill passed by the senate as a sub- 


stitute for Taft-Hartley fell far short of the legislation 
labor wanted. Yet it did represent an honest effort by Sen- 
ator Taft to meet many of labor's objections to the original 
law. 


Gains are gains. If you earnestly want them, you take 


them when they come, however small they may be. 


Under our democratic system, if you think a law is bad, 


you can fight for its repeal or its amendment^ It is logical 
to suppose that if you cannot get repeal, you'll take amend- 
ment, at least as a stepping stone in the right direction. 


But our labor leaders do not accept this feature of the 


democratic process. In the case of Taft-Hartley, they want 
repeal or nothing. 


They would father have nothing than something because 


they believe repeal of the Taft-Hartley act is a better 1950 
political issue than a sweetened version like the present Taft 
bill. 


It is in their refusal to endorse anything less than their 


full objectives that union leaders show the immaturity that 
has marked their whole approach to labor problems. 


In the whole long record of testimony leading up to and 


beyond the Taft-Hartley law, there is no real evidence that 
labor officials recognize they have duties and responsibilities 
as well as rights and privileges. 


They have consistently declined to admit anything se- 


rious could possibly.be wrong in labor's household. They have 
insisted upon freedom from restraints of law and order that 
are imposed on all other segments of society. 


This juvenile demand for special treatment, for exemp- 


tion from responsibility toward the public is at the root of 
labor's decision to put off further legislative effort until 1951. 


But if unions expect to fare better than they did this year 


they are going to have to grow up fast. And that means 
devising a positive program that faces the realities they 
have so persistently shrugged off. 


Go West, Old Man, Go West! 


The idea that California is the great mecca for oldsters,

Last summer when Whittaker Chambers revealed treachery in 


the state department, Berle was called to testify 
before the committee on un-American activities. He 
adopted the practice of locking up highly secret 
documents in order to prevent leaks to Drew Pear. 
son's "leg-men." 


Berle testified that in 1939 Chambers was 


brought to him by Isaac Don Levine, a New York 
anti-Communist reporter of long experience, so that 
Chambers could reveal the Communist conspiracy 
in the state department. 
Chambers and Levine 


wanted Berle to tell Roosevelt. They assumed that ___ 
Roosevelt would resent such treachery, arid put an 
w 


end to the plot. Berle said Chambers told him it was the intention 
of the Communists that Alger and Donald Hiss "would not appear as 
part of the well-known or open Communist group" but would "simply 
be there and be sympathetic." 


Berle Told Roosevelt 


Eventually, Berle did tell Roose- 


velt, but n o t h i n g happened. 
Chambers later said Berle told 
him that Roosevelt told him to go 
jump in the lake. 


In the fall of 1S44, long after 


Chambers had tipped him off and 
Berle 
had 
warned 
Roosevelt, 


Berle felt that the Russians were 
not going to be sympathetic and 
cooperative. Intelligence reports, 
which were in Berle's charge, in- 
dicated "a very aggressive policy 
not at all in line with the coopera- 
tion everyone was hoping for" 
from Russia.

in fear of Pearson. General Harrj 
H. Vaughan, by tlie president's 
orders, blocked a passport for an 
undercover agent of Pearson who 
wag trying to visit Dictator Tito 
David Karr openly warned th 
president's secretary, Charles G 
Ross, that Pearson would "blast' 
Vaughan on the radio for that 
The advertiser who underwrites 
Pearson's broadcasts and the pub 
lishser who pnnts his column thus 
provide the weapons with which 
he "blasts" individuals for per 
eonal and financial reasons. 


Vaughan 
was 
duly 
blasted 


Robert E. Stripling, the invest! 
gator of the committee on un 
American activities, 
helped ex 


pose Karr's Communist associa 
tion and was blasted so violently 
that his draft board 
removec 


from Washington the best exper 
on Communist plotting thai, con 
gress had. Even in the army, the 
fear presisted. Stripling was kept 
in the ignominious status of yard 
bird for months, although he had 
had two years of military tram 
ing and was an invaluable auth 
ority 
on 
counter - intelligence 


Later and repeatedly since the 
war the yard bird has lectured 
to generals on this specialty. 


Partly as a result of those 


pretty consistent leaks to Pear- 
son's "leg-man," Berle and his 
associates 
saw that the ultra- 


secret intelligence, the intercepted 
foreign codes, the stuff that was 
called "magic," never went out- 
side Berle's own safe. 


"Other Leaks" 


"I took them personally to the 


under-secretary, the secretary ot 
state," he said. "Other people be- 
sides Mr. Hiss could give leaks 
to Washington columnists." 


Stripling's part in the expose ot 


Katz. alias Karr,. actually was 
secondary. This occurred in April, 
1943, when Dr. J. B. Mathews, the 
greatest American expert of them 
all on the historic treachery, was 
the chief examiner. Stripling was 
his assistant. Later Mathews re- 
signed and Stripling became chief 


Mathews made Karr admit that 


he had* worked for The Daily 
Worker and other Communist pa- 
pers. He also showed that during 
the war Karr was assistant chie! 
of the foreign language division 
of the office of war information, 
at $4,600 a year.

"The name was never changed 


legally." , 


Stripling followed Karr to the 


stand. He. said Karr claimed to 
have been an informer for the 
FBI. and was, told that Karr 
had vtttei UM F.BL "MM* or. 


twice" and that "they were not 
concerned with him one way or 
another as an informer." 


This is the Pearson "leg-man" 


whose wife, Madeline, for more 
than two years had the usual run 
of the White House and the state 
department. Her paper was a tiny, 
left-wing New York Greek publi- 
cation. It never had had a White 
House correspondent 
before and 


never has had one since. She got 
$50 a week. She made a trip to 
Greece, although the books re- 
veal only one payment for her ex- 
penses and that for a mere $200. 
The publisher, Basil Vlavianos, 
was listed as vice-chairman of the 
Greek-American council, which, in 
turn, • is listed by the department 
of justice as a subversive organi- 
zation. 


Finally, Madeline Karr was dis- 


charged by the Greek paper at 
the instance of John Maragon, of 
Kansas City, a close personal 
friend of President Truman and 
General Vaughan. The president 
and Vaughan wanted to get her 
out of the White House. 
They 


thought the relationship to Pear- 
son's schemes through her hus- 
band was too close. 


Maragon also has been "blast- 


ed" by. Pearson. The chief count 
is that he once was a bootblack. 
He was. In 1909, as a lone, Greek 
immigrant boy of 14, he made his 
way to Kansas City and blacked 
shoes. Thus, he met Truman and 
Vaughan. He has been married for 
23 years and has a boy 19 in a. 
military academy. He has a mod- 
•est home in Virginia.
